Assembly 
bill to end 
industry t<

California Assembly has rejected a 
bill to end a $26 million annual 
petroleum industry tax break. 
The measure limiting the oil 
depletion allowance was rejected 
Thursday on a 41-31 vote. It needed 
54 votes because of a clause putting 
it into effect immediately on being 
signed by the governor. Normally, a 
bill needs only 41 votes. 
Assemblyman John L. Burton, D- 
San 
Francisco, 
author 
of 
the 
measure, held the door open for the 
Assembly to reverse its action by 
urging that it be reconsidered. 
The bill would drastically limit 
the oil depletion allowance and 
cause the oil industry to pay an 
estimated $26 million a year mòre in 
state taxes. 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, told the Assembly that 
any legislator who voted against the 
bill was “clearly voting for the oil 
industry and against the people. ” 
All the opposition votes were cast 
by Republicans. Two Republicans, 
Assemblymen Frank 
Murphy of 
Santa Cruz and Paul Prioio of 
Pacific 
Palisades, 
joined 
39 
Democrats 
in 
voting 
for 
the 
measure. Democrats had taken a 
united position in favor of the bill. 
“ That $26 million is a government 
subsidy to the oil industry,” Moretti 
p id . “ Every man, woman and child 
in this state supports that subsidy.” 
“That $26 million falls on the back 
of the average man in the state. He 
is the one who must pay the bill for 
letting the oil industry off the hook.” 
“ R efusal 
of 
support 
from 
Governor Reagan, coupled with a 
strange reluctance to oppose oil 
interests on the part of Republican 
memberls of the Assembly has badly 
stalled an opportunity to show the 
public 
we are willing to close 
loopholes before asking them to pay 
higher taxes,” Moretti said in a 
statem ent after the Assembly acted. 
Burton said the bill was opposed 
by 
virtually 
every 
major 
oil 
company, including Standard, Shell, 
ARCO, Superior and J. Paul Getty. 
“ God bless him with his little 
amount of money, he didn’t like it 
either, but the people in my district 
like it.”

“ In the last 15 years it has become 
very fashionable to attack oil,” said

Passage of the measure could 
mean that more than 3,000 residents 
of his district who work for small oil 
companies could lose their jobs, said 
Ketchum. 
The Burton bill would allow an oil 
company to recover the amount of 
money it cost to develop a well at a 
depletion allowance rate of 27 1-2

per cent a year only until the cost is 
met. 
The present law allows the 27 1-2 
per cent depletion allowance to 
continue for as many years as the 
well is in operation. 
Assemblyman Frank Lanterman,

allowance at 22 per cent but not 
limited the length of time it could be 
taken.

Attempts to save 
officer's life fail 


Veteran Highway Patrolm an Loren D. Scruggs, 35, succumbed early 
today from a gunshot wound in the head inflicted by a drug-crazed 
youth who later committed suicide. 
Funeral services were pending today at Dudley - Hoffman Mortuary 
in San Luis Obispo. Scruggs joined the force on Jan. 8, 1962 after 
service in the Air Force. He leaves his wife, Carolyn; four children 
ranging in age Irom 7 to 14 years; a brother, C. W. Scruggs, currently 
serving in Vietnam; and his parents, Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Scruggs of 
Santa Maria. 
Sheriff’s deputies said Scruggs died at 12:32 a.m. at Sierra Vista 
Hospital in San Luis Obispo. 
Doctors had attem pted, unsuccessfully to remove the bullet from 
his head during four hours of surgery Tuesday. 
Laboratory tests disclosed Thursday that the youth who shot 
Scruggs was under the influence of drugs at the time. 
A “strong positive reaction to amphetamine tests” was reported in 
the autopsy ot Mark D. Steward, 22, Selma, who killed himself with 
the same pistol about 20 minutes after shooting Scruggs. 
A variety of drugs was found in the suspect’s auto along with a note 
saying "dope doesn’t pay.” 
The tragedy erupted apparently without warning. Officials say 
Scruggs had written a traffic citation for two women when his 
attention was distracted by a young man who alighted from a car on 
the opposite side ot the road. 
Scruggs apparently walked toward the stranger to answer some 
queries about the distance to Santa Barbara and places to camp. 
Steward suddenly pulled out a pistol, fired a shot into Scruggs left 
temple, then got in his car and left the scene. 
Minutes later the suspect used the same pistol to take his own life. 
Officers said he ran from his auto which was wrecked in the escape 
attempt and died moments later in a field.

Teachers were poorly paid and in 
most cases, poorly qualified for the 
job of teaching. 
In sharp contrast, the schools in 
some of the larger cities such as Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, had 
fairly 
m odern 
buildings 
and 
systems. 
Adams devoted the remainder of 
his life to the improvement ot the 
schools. In his position as head of 
the 
M asonic 
F 'ra te rn ity 
in 
California, he toured the lodges 
speaking 
on 
the 
deplorable 
conditions in the education systems 
and soon had the active support of 
more than 100,000 Masons. 
The modern systems of today are 
largely due to the efforts of Adams 
and the Masonic membership. 
Today,

to 
Masonic 
officials the fraternal organization 
is turning its immense resources of 
manpower and dedication to the 
task of finding new ways to finance 
the education.

Opening lead—4 Q 


By Oswald & James Jacoby 
Today’s very simple hand 
is taken from Dorothy Hay­ 
den’s book, “Winning De­ 
clarer Play.’’ 
The bidding is straightfor­ 
ward. North doesn’t bother 
with his six-card club suit 
because his ace and jack 
don’t indicate any slam pos­ 
sibilities. 
South wins the spade lead 
in dummy. He has no choice. 
Then he looks longingly at 
that six-card club suit, but 
sees that there is just about 


no chance to do anything 
with it. Then where can he 
get nine tricks? 
He starts with two spades, 
two hearts, a club and some 
diamonds. If he can bring in 
all four diamonds he will 
have his nine. If not he will 
be down one. 


How does he go about get­ 
ting four diamond tricks? 
One way is to slap the ace 
on the table. If the singleton 
king drops he will be home. 
A better way is to finesse 
against the king so he must 
lead a diamond from dum­ 
my. 
Which one should he lead? 
The answer is the nine. If 
the king covers, well and 
good. If the king doesn’t 
cover he repeats the finesse 
with the jack and plays the 
10 f r o m his hand. This 
makes it possible for him to 
lead diamonds from dummy 
for the third time. Had he 
started by playing the jack 
he would not have been able 
to repeat the finesse the 
third time and East would 
have saved his king. 
A simple play indeed, but 
one that is f r e q u e n t l y 
missed.

The picture 
was a hefty Catholic nun 
who, wearing gunbelf and 
pistol, was discovered to be 
a regular member of the 
Pontoon Beach p o l i c e de­ 
partment. 
R a t h e r 
than 
chuckle, however, some who 
saw that photograph devel­ 
oped contrary emotions. 
The nun was deluged with 
hate mail. Much of it un­ 
signed, most of it unprint­ 
able. Dear Madam, what do 
you m e a n disgracing the 
church and your vows? Dear 
Madam, the Lord must be 
ashamed of you today. Dear 
Madam, please drop dead. 
“I have,” says the woman 
in the photograph, 
“been 
called just about everything 
by now. A whore. A radical. 
A . . . well, just about every­ 
thing. And I can tell you this, 
my Mother Superior has not 
been happy with the whole 
thing.” 
As a result, moon-faced, 
a p p 1 e-cheeked, 42-year-old 
S i s t e r Cornelia Hawkins, 
also known as the notorious 
Sister Fuzz, has turned in 
her gunbelt and pistol. That 
is to say she sold them re­ 
cently — to buy groceries 
for a poor family just outside 
town. 
But give up her badge? 
Never. 
C u s s e d l y , 
obstinately, 
uckishly, she says: “I like 
eing a cop and I intend to 
keep on b e i n g one. You 
know, I’m also a deputy 
sheriff in this county. And if 
the state police need a little 
extra help too, I’m ready 
and more than able.” 
In short, Sister Cornelia 
has not let some letter-writ­ 
ing nitwits drive her from 
what she considers her duty. 
And in a sense her decision 
is not only good news for the 
Pontoon B e a c h P.D., it’s 
good news for the country as 
well. In a time of revolution. 
Sister 
Cornelia 
represents

the revolt’s finest qualities. 


Outrageous 
she 
is, 
and 
maybe a little two-fisted for 
a bride of Christ, but as far 
as brotherhood and respon­ 
sibility goes, this country gal 
with the two-way radio is 
ripe e v i d e n c e that the 
change from old to new can 
be made intelligently. 
“The old way was for nuns 
to just sit in church and keep 
out of sight. The new way 
is for us to e x p a n d, to 
branch out. to help where we 
can. I know it’s hard for 
some people to understand, 
but I t h i n k it’s the best 
thing for us all.” 
On analysis, this individu­ 
alistic and progressive atti­ 
tude has not been adopted 
all of a sudden by the nun- 
cop. She has always felt the 
same. Piosity, she grins, has 
never been one of her really 


strong traits (“Like General 
P a t t o n , I read my Bible 
e v e r y damn day” ); but 
standing on her own two feet 
has. As a Wisconsin school 
girl she skipped S u n d a y 
school to learn carpentry; 
as a major in the Women’s 
Air Force she used to repair 
aircraft engines; even now, 
if her car breaks down, she 
refuses to just turn it over 
to someone else. “I fix it 
myself. Why not? Just be- 
c a u s e I’m a nun doesn’t 
m e a n I’m helpless, you 
know.” 
It surely doesn’t. Ergo the 
motivation behind her be­ 
coming a cop. “I want to do 
things. I love my church. I 
taught school there for 20 
years. But I w a n t to do 
more.” So for the p a s t 
months she has been Officer 
Cornelia, donating her time, 
working long hours daily, as 
the Pontoon Beach P. D .’s 
chief juvenile officer. 
And it surprises no one 
that she’s successful at it. 
Her heart’s in the r i g h t 
place. Her head’s on right. 
Dressed in a skirt and a po­ 
lice-blue shirt (a cross on 
one collar and an American 
flag pin on the other), Sister 
Cornelia prowls the shopping 
centers, school yards, roller 
rinks and drive-in eateries 
of this region; not looking 
for criminals, but rather, as 
she says, “for friends.” 
Recently she was called in 
to handle the case of a young 
girl who refused to go to 
school. The educators had 
washed their hands of her, 
the parents had given up too. 
“Everyone,” says S i s t e r 
Cornelia, “felt the girl was 
just being obnoxious. That’s 
the way it is with adults. If 
they don’t understand, they 
think 
kids are obnoxious. 
Well, as it turned out, the 
reason the girl refused to go 
to school was because she 
didn’t have any underclothes 
to wear. Her family is very 
poor, and she simply didn’t 
have a decent brassiere. She 
was ashamed, that’s all. And 
you know how I found out? 
I did something extraordi­ 
nary. I asked her.” 
Kids, says the sister, are 


not the biobs adults make 
them out to be. And neither 
are they so socially out of 
step. 
“What’s the matter 
with long hair and bell-bot- 
tom s?” she says. “I remem­ 
ber when I was a kid it was 
tight 
sweaters. 
Whenever 
my mom caught me in a 
tight sweater—wow we wow! 
She thought I was on the 
road to ruin or something. 
And what did I turn out to 
be—a nun!” 
Correction. She turned out 
to be more. She turned out 
to be part of the road from 
old to new. And if some peo­ 
ple think she’s irreverent, 
too bad.

The Red Chinese are not all of a sudden good guys 
simply because they behaved civilly to a visiting 
American table tennis team — though remarks by some 
of the returned players make Marco Polo’s enthusiastic 
description of the Celestial Empire seem pale by 
comparison 
Neither are the Nationalist Chinese on Taiwan now the 
bad guys — though don’t be surprised if the current wave 
of good will from Peking sweeps a lot of people as far as 
that conclusion. 
Already a group calling itself Citizens to Change U.S. 
China Policy has denounced U.S. opposition to giving the 
Peking regime China's seat in the United Nations as 
“ immoral, illegal and impolitic ’’ 
Even before the unexpected parting of the Bamboo 
Curtain. Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., had introduced 
a resolution in the Senate 
calling for recognition of 
Communist China and its admission to the United 
Nations as “ the sole representative of China.” 
A similar resolution has been introduced by Sen. Mike 
Gravel, D-Alaska. However, another one, by Sen. Jacob 
Javits, R-N.Y., aims at a “two-China” policy, or perhaps 
a “one-(Red) China, one-Taiwan (formerly Nationalist 
China) policy. 
Almost forgotten in the discussion is a third party, the 
native Taiwanese, who comprise 85 per cent of the 
island's 14 million population and who are Chinese in the 
same sense that Americans of English descent are 
Englishmen. They would prefer not to be ruled by any 
Chinese government. 
It is easy to say that 750 million mainland Chinese, and

the government that for good or ill represents them, can 
no longer be ignored < as if we ever really ignored them ). 
But it is not all that simple. 
The recognition of Red China would of necessity 
require the “ un-recognition” of Nationalist China, for 
the Reds will not be recognized any other way. 
It would mean, if not U.S. support for, the end of U.S. 
opposition to, Red Chinese membership in the United 
Nations and the consequent ouster of Nationalist China 
from its Security Council seat, for Red China will not 
join the U.N. under any other conditions. 
It would abrogate, or certainly call into question, 
American treaty commitments to Nationalist China. 
A two-China policy won’t work because neither Peking 
nor Taipei will buy that, nor will either permit an 
independent Taiwan governed by Taiwanese. 
Recognition of Red China could open the door to 
numerous good things, including trade, travel and, most 
important, of all, a lessening of tensions that could 
explode into war. 
But welcoming another Communist nation with veto 
power into the U.N. and virtually abandoning an old, if 
somewhat useless ally, may be a high price to pay for a 
little good will that could be turned off as abruptly as it 
has been turned on. 
The Red Chinese are not all of a sudden acting like 
good guys because at heart they have always been good 
guys. After 22 solid years as the No. 1 enemy of the world 
in Peking’s eyes, a little Oriental patience on our part 
and a wait-and-see attitude may be our best policy.

successful conclusion. 


George 
Cotsenmoyer was 
the 
other councilman nominated, and 
who withdrew his name in favor of 
Scott for the reasons stated. 
Cotsenmoyer indicated, in brief 
remarks rejecting the nomination, 
that he would like to be mayor but it 
would be to the best advantage of

time. 
Cotsenmoyer was unanimously re­ 
elected mayor pro-tem. 
So nothing changed, and although

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Vast arms depot 


WASHINGTON - Whether the 
brief interlude for negotiating a 
peace in the Middle East is now at 
an end is the deeply troubling 
prospect raised by the current 
headlines. From Cairo comes news 
of the new Arab federation with 
heated rhetoric of “no negotiation’’ 
and not a single inch of conquered 
Arab territory to be retained by 
Israel. 
Accompanying the political news 
is word of the most advanced Soviet 
weapons, planes and anti-aircraft 
hardware, shipped in quantity to 
Egypt. This seems to add up to a 
new and far more savage war in the 
not-too-distant future. 
Nevertheless, the 
a t t i t u d e 
of 
American 
policym akers 
is 
still one of relative 
optimism. 
They 
read the new Arab 
federation — Egypt, 
Libya and Syria — 
as more form than 
substance. 
For Egypt’s President Anwar El- 
Sadat, concentrating since he took 
over following the death of Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser 
on 
international 
reforms, it is an effort to broaden 
his image in the Arab world. 
So critical is the picture reflected 
in 
the 
news 
that 
the 
official 
spectacles may be rose-colored. 
The men who have been trying to get 
negotiating going, persuading Israel 
to make a concrete reply about 
territory in response to Sadat’s offer 
of peace with recognition of the 
rights of the Israeli state, readily 
concede that each passing week 
adds to the shakiness of the cease­ 
fire along the Suez Canal. 
The statement 10 days ago by 
Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird 
touched off a violent reaction. Laird 
said that the United States would, 
through 
military aid to Israel, 
insure that a balance is maintained. 
Arab 
diplomats 
in 
Washington 
descended on the State Department 
to protest that this was, in effect, 
giving Israel assurance that she 
need not make any concessions to 
get a settlement. 
What about all the reports that the 
department was working hard to 
coax 
Israel 
to 
make 
minor 
territorial concessions? 
Was the 
Laird statement not a repudiation of 
that effort? 
These 
were the 
questions put in the sharpest fashion 
to 
Assistant 
Secretary 
for 
the 
Middle East Joseph J. Sisco and 
others 
coping 
with 
the 
whole 
delicate and dangerous business. 
Arab 
diplomats 
regarded 
the 
Laird statement as a turning-off 
point, underwriting Israel’s stand- 
pat position. Announcement of the 
Arab 
federation 
and 
the 
“ no 
negotiation,” 
“ no 
territorial 
claims,” came a few days later. 
This was not, of course, related to 
the Laird declaration, since Sadat 
has long been under pressure from 
the 
Libyan 
firebrand. 
Col. 
Muammar E.-Qadaffi, to make a 
united stand against Israel. Qadaffi 
recently bought 23 Mystere jets 
from France and, while the French 
stipulated they were not to be used 
against Israel, the Lybian leader 
said cynically, “ they are certainly 
not museum pieces.” 
The recent Soviet arms shipments 
to Egypt have not upset the power 
balance, in the view of officials 
here. 
Israel concurs in this view, 
they say. 
While Soviet shipments 
are widely advertised by Cairo and 
Jerusalem, with a strong assist 
from the Pentagon, the continuing 
flow of 
Phantom 
F-4E 
fighter 
bombers and other advanced war 
material is unobtrusive 
The Israelis are examining their 
needs over four or five years with a 
five-year projection of what their 
economic necessities will be in 
relation to the unput of advanced 


weapons. The weapons program as 
represented by requests to the 
United States covers an 18-month 
period. 
Both sides are looking seriously 
toward a partial settlement, with 
the opening of the Suez Canal and at 
least a symbolic pullback by Israeli 
forces from the east bank. That will 
be facilitated when Israel makes the 
soon-to-come 
response 
to 
the 
questions put by United Nations 
negotiator Gunnar Jarring on the 
issue of territory. This, at any rate, 
is the view from the department of 


those clinging to the conviction that 
a partial settlement will open the 
way to a final peace. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers is debating whether to visit 
the 
Middle 
East 
following 
his 
attendance at the NATO meeting in 
Turkey. He is being advised that he 
should 
not 
go 
unless 
he 
has 
something to offer. A good-will tour 
is not enough with an escalating 
arms race threatening a precarious 
peace.

That dreaded day has come and 
gone — April 15 — and now we have 
some afterthoughts.

preparation man each year to do the 
figuring. The forms have become so 
complicated and the books that they 
hand out to explain the forms 
contain more reading than we did 
the entire last year. 
We are sure that 
the 
professional 
people make errors, 
nobody’s 
perfect, 
but we believe that 
these are made in a 
tiny percentage of 
the 
millions 
of 
r e t u r n s 
t he y 
prepare every year. 
Tax advice is their 
business, for sure, 
not a sideline. 
We have found that we can be 
reasonably confident of their figures 
unless of course we give him some 
unusual or borderline deductions. 
All of this is introductory to the 
fact that with so many people, 
qualified and unqualified getting 
into the act, there are bound to be 
“horror 
stories.” 
One 
such 
appeared in the Wall Street Journal 
recently. 
The newspaper sent “ a fairly 
typical American taxpayer” to five 
reputable tax return preparers. 


Each 
was 
given 
the 
same 
information, and each came up with 
a different figure, ranging from a 
high of $652 which one office said the 
taxpayer was entitled to as a refund, 
to a low of $141 another office said 
he owed the government. 


In other words, there was a spread 
of nearly $800! 
Some of the differences were 
attributable to plain errors made by 
the person compiling the return, but 
others were the result of different 
interpretations of the tax laws. 
So complex 
have 
those laws 
become that even the Internal 
Revenue Service itself may give 
different answers at different times. 
The Wall Street Journal sent the 
same taxpayer to an IRS office, 
which said he was entitled to a 
refund of $466.10. Later, however, it 
discovered it had made an error and 
reduced the refund to $400.94. 
So what’s a taxpayer to do? 
Unless his income or sources of 
income are such that he can take the 
standard deduction, he can at least 
avoid the fly-by-night operators who 
advertise “ a guaranteed refund for 
everyone.” 
Most certainly he 
should be leery both of whopping 
refunds and whopping deficits. 
Other than that, he can pray.
